The Executors of Lawrence Bur 


rett Settling the Estate. 


DHIMIAM, Mass., September 8.—A de-

yesterday granting 


Charles Fairchitde, Harry Uurnutt and 
William W. lllnckmar, executors of the 
will of Lawrence Barrett, the well 
known actor, lalo of Cohassett, leave to 
compromise and settle for $19,000 the 
claim of William Nelson Cromwell, the 
assignee of the American Exchange in 
Europe (liniited),which he made against 
the estate of the deceased. The original 
amount of the debt was secured by a 
mortgage on the real estate of the widow 
of the dead actor, and also by an assign- 
ment of certain life insurance policies, 
worth $43,000, but the executors pro- 
duced vouchers and certain setoffs and 
reduced it to about $30,000.

the estate for the sum of $19,000, and by 
the court's decree yesterday they areau- 
thqrized, and empowered to settle the 
claim on the terms set forth in their pe- 
tition.

Is Overwhelmingly Defeated in thi 


House of Lords. 


LONMION-, September 8.—The house of 


lords presented a brilliant and almost 
unprecedented spectacle tonight when 
Lord Salisbury rose to deliver his hist 
speech in opposition to the home rule 
bill. Lord Salisbury was loudly cheered 
when lie arose. 


In the course of his speech ho said: 


"All arguments of the government have 
shown their policy one of despair. They 
bad no right to take the step Which en- 
dangered the existence, happiness and 
prosperity of the Irish people. 
Men 


who would govern Ireland, should the 
bill pass, arc those who have been found 
guilty of criminal conspiracv. Should 
wo not be in an infinitely worse position 
than ut present if we entrusted Ireland 
to such men in the event of trouble with 
the United States or any other foreign 
power? "

It is pri'eisely the t=ame with oriental 


jewels. Their natural glsirois kept down 
by combination ami want of polish. Tho 
Asiatic, who carved in judo and sank 
di>cp inscriptions into sapphires, could 
havo faceted precious stones as well as 
tho cutters of Amsterdam, who until 
lately used no machinery. But ho did 
not desire to do it.

European jewelers' work, lie always 
gives to his jewels n certainty of value. 
His Kold is gold of unadulterated purity, 
his silver truly silver of tho standard, 
his gems the stones they are said to bo 
and his work paid for at an understood 
and invariable rate. Tho consequences 
aro that he makes littlo and that the 
market for his commoner wares never 
ceases, jewels being as much property as 
English (sovereigns are, equally portable, 
nearly as capable of concealment and its 
fixed in value.—American Jeweler.
